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MFA POLITICAL DIRECTOR CHARLES RUTTEN TOLD DCM JANUARY 30 
THAT FRG EMBASSY HERE HAD ALSO RAISED QUESTION OF POSSIBLE 
INITIATIVE ON TERRORISM. DUTCH RESPONSE HAD REFLECTED FACT 
THAT PREVIOUS EFFORTS HAD FLOUNDERED ON OPPOSITION FROM 
STATES SUCH AS ARABS, WHO INSISTED THAT LEGITIMATE POLITICAL 
AIMS JUSTIFIED TERRORISM. DUTCH SAW GREATER UTILITY IN TRY- 
ING TO REACH AGREEMENT ON METHODS TO DEAL WITH TERRORISM 
WITHIN NARROWER FRAMEWORK. RUTTEN CITED AS AN EXAMPLE CURRENT 
EFFORTS WITHIN EC-9. THESE COULD SLOWLY BE EXPANDED TO 
INCLUDE OTHER STATES THAT APPRECIATED NECESSITY FOR UNITED 
FRONT ON TERRORISM. HE SAW NO PROSPECT IN PRESENT CIRCUM 
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
